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INFORMATION FOR TAX-PAYERS. 
II.— Directions as to the Payment of Taxes. 

1. Tax Billk — Persons applying for bills of taxes are requested to 
state whether the tax is upon personal or real estate ; and before paying 
any tax bill the same should be carefully examined to see that it 
embraces all the property on which taxes arc intended to be paid and 
that there are no mistakes in the section, block and ward or lot num- 
bers of the real estate stated thereon. 

2. Real Estate is described and distinguished on the Ward Maps 
kept in the Office of the Commissioners of Taxes and Assessments by a 
separate section, block and ward or lot number, and persons applying for 
bills of taxes on real estate should be careful to statu the correct section, 
block and ward or lot numbers as shown on the Ward Maps, which can 
be readily referred to by applicants for bills. 

3. Erroneous Assessments — The Commissioners of Taxes and 
Assessments have power to correct an erroneous assessment on real 
estate before the collection of the tax. The application therefor must be 
made to these Commissioners within six months from the time the tax 
books are delivered to the Receiver for collection. 

4. Discount Ali.oweli for Prompt Payment— Persons who pay 
their taxes before the first day of November next are entitled to a dis- 
count at the rate of six per cent, per annum, to be computed from the 
time of payment to the first day of December next succeeding. 

5. Penalties for Non-payment — If any tax is not paid before the 
first day of December, one per cent, will be added to it. If not paid 
before the first day of January interest will be charged at the rate of seven 
per cent, per annum from the day the books were delivered to the Receiver 
of Taxes. If personal taxes are not paid by the fifteenth day of January, 
the Receiver may issue his warrant to the Marshal for their collection by 
distress and sale.

Revenue Bonds of 1895. — From the summary above it appears 
that nearly 56 per cent, of the amount of money borrowed in 1895 was 
on Revenue Bonds. The fiscal year of the Corporation is the calendar 
year. The taxes levied for the general expenses of the City Government 
are not collectible until about October i of each year. It therefore be- 
comes necessary, during nine months of the year, to borrow money 
to meet the current expenses of administration. This is done on 
Revenue Bonds, which are issued in anticipation of taxes, pursuant to 
section 154, New York City Consolidation Act of 1882. The amount 
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that may be issued in any one year is limited to the amount of the Tax 
Levy and the estimated revenues of the General Fund in that year. The 
amount issued in each month of 1895 was as follows :
